“After the skiff upset yesterday,“ said Mrs.

“We had not got- more than 300 yards 
out from shore when a wave came along 
and lifted my husband clear out of the 
boat, I ran to his side as he held to the 
whaling, and I was reaching for him when 
the next wave caught us and the skiff went 
over. My! but that water was cold, and 
while I was thinking of that the next wave 
swept over us and we were submerged, but 
only for a second. Then Mr. Whipple 
grabbed me about the waist with one arm 
and held to the upturned keel with the 
other, while I threw one arm around his 
neck and twisted a rope, which was fastened 
to the skiff, around the wrist of my other 
arm so that we were securely lashed to the 
capsized boat. We were floating down with 
the stream when the ferry boat Madison 
sighted us and came up above intending to 
drop down and throw us a line, but with 
the wind and the waves as wild as they 
were I realized that it would be impossibie 
—that they would run us under. I told 
Mr. Whipple I thought it was all up with 
us but he said now that he could see some 
one putting off in a boat for us and if we 
could hold on a while longer we would be 
all right. But the ferry boat got nearer and 
I could see the crowds on her run to the 
front and lean over the railing, yelling to 
us. When the boat got within fifty yards 
of us the wind turned her and she was drift- 
ing on us sideways. 


Will grabbed me closer to him, I hun 
tighter to his neck and, as the whaling o 
the ferryboat got nearer, I freed my wrist 
from the rope and, as the whaling was 
above us, I grabbed for the hawser, but it 
was not low enough and my fingers passed 
through the loosened end. Then the hull 
of the boat struck us and we went under, 
still helding to each other. I held my 
breath and momentarily expected to be 
struck by the big wheel of the boat. 1 
would rather live ten years in jail than 
wait for that boat to pass over us again. 
It seemed an age. I opened my eyes in 
the water to see if the boat had passed, 
but everything was dark and I then knew 
that we had been sinking in the water.

“When the waves threw us up I could see 
at least a half dozen rowboats and skiffs 
making for us, but the water was 80 rough 
that matters looked mighty serious.

She repeatedly cursed those 
about her and reviled the rural citizens 
who had the temerity to gaze through the 
car window at her attenuated features.

The remains of Col. John A. Cockerill are 
to be brought to St. Louis and buried in 
the “Elk’s Rest’ in Bellefontaine Ceme- 
tery. This is in acordance with his own 
request and will be most appropriate, as it 
was he dedicated the Rest, and it was 
through his efforts while he lived in St. 
Louis that the lot was purchased. He

A telegram from New York stat that 
the widow of Col. John A. Cockerill has 
received a cablegram from Consul-General 
Penfield at Cairo, Egypt, where the Colonel 
died, Friday, stating that the body ha 
been embalmed and would be shi at 
once to New York. It is expec to ar- 
rive there about May 13. 

Mrs. Cockeril said she was convinced 
that he had died of Bright's disease, from 
which he had suffered for several years. 
His malady was greatly aggravated by 
the hardshi whith he was compelicd to 
undergo during his recent mission to Seoul) 
at the time of the assassination of the 
Queen of Corea. 

The fact is not generally known, says | 
Mrs. Cockerill, that he performed most of 
his dangerous journey on foot and in dis- 
guise, sleeping out of doors or under what- 
ever sheltter he could find; on one occa- 
sion he and his companions passed the 
night in an old Chinese bake-oven which 
they found deserted by the roadside. 

Just before his departure on this last 
mission to Egypt he told her that it was 
his wish that in case he “should fall by 
the wayside,” his remains might be 
brought to this country and be buried in 
St. Louis by the Elks, of which order he 
was for many years a member. 

In the last letter which she received from 
him Col. Cockerill said that he had shipped 
all his private papers and many of his per- 
sonal effects, including the decorations which 
he received from foreign governments, to 
his agents in London and New York. : 

Mrs. Cockerik says that her husband's 
will, made just before his departure for 
Japan, names Mr. Joseph Pulitzer as exec- 
utor. 


Immediately after the arrival of the body 
in New York it will be sent on to St. Louis 
in charge of an escort composed of mem- 
bers of the several orders to which Col. 
Cockerill belonged. 

Among the escort will be a delegation 
from the St. Louis Elks. 

The remains will be met at the Union 
Station by the entire St. Louis lodge and 
escorted to some public place, not yet se- 
lected, where they will lie in state during 
the day. Funeral services will be held there 
and the regular Elks ritual will be gone 
through at the ve. The latter ceremonies 
are of a most impressive character. 

In the Elks’ quarters in the Hagan Build- 
ing there is an excelient crayon likeness 
of Col. Cockerill. This picture now hangs 
in the billiard room. Immediately after the 
funeral it will be removed to the lodge 
room, where it will be hung with those of 
John McCullough, John W. Norton, Britton 
A. Hill, Lawrence Barrett, and other de- 
ceased members of the Elks. This is in 
accordance with a custom of the BDiks to 
hang in the lodge room only the pictures 
of deceased members. 

It is cited as a stran coincidence by 
Exalted Ruler Wm. J. ker that on the 
day of Col. Cockerill’s death in far away 
Egypt mention was made of his presentation 
to the local lodge, in the programme of the 
Elks benefit at the Olympic Theater. 

Mention is also made in the programme 
of the dedication of the Elks’ Rest by Col. 
Cockerill, Oct. 11, 1891, for which he came 
from New York City.

Blizzards and Cyclones Play 


Havoc in the Far West. 


MUD FALLS FROM THE SKY. 


| Over Two Feet of Snow at Trinidad, 


Colo., and Many Heuses Blewn 
Dewn in Texas. ° 


DENVER, Colo., April 13.—The great snow 
and wind storm which brought trains to a 
standstill on the divide between Denver 
and Colorado Springs, yesterday, on all rail- 
roads except the Santa Fe, abated during 
the night, and to-day the sun is shining 
brightly and trains will be moved. 

At Monument and Palmer Lake, where 
trains were stalled, there is eight inches 
of snow on the level, and in places drifts 
are twenty feet deep. 

Further south the snow fall was even 
greater. At Trinidad over two feet of 
snow fell during the day. The hurricane 
drifted the snow into banks ten to fifteen 
feet high, blockading all thoroughfares. 
Traffic on all railroads came to a stand- 
still. Two west-bound Santa Fe and one 
Gulf passenger trains are tied up in Trin- 
dad. 

On the Raton Mountains the storm was 


more intense than anywhere else, the snow 
drift as high as twenty feet, The tele- 
graph wires south of Trinidad are all down. 
The storm extended from La Junta to Las 
Vegas, but was not so severe south of 
Raton. 

In Pueblo the wind attained a velocity of 
fifty-four miles per hour. Two tall smoke 
stacks of the Oitizens’ Electric Light 
Works were blown down. Glass was blown 
out in the business and residence sections 
of the city and the electric light, telephone, 
telegraph and fire and police wires were 
badly mixed. 

On the prairies to the east the storm will 
benefit the ranchmen who have put in a 
large acreage of small grain, but it is be- 
lieved some cattle perished in the blizzard. 
Cripple Creek wires are down and no 
news has been received from the camp this 
morning, but according to the latest report 
received last night the wind had abated 
and the worst was believed to be over. 

In Denver there was no snow fall worth 
mentioning and the maximum velocity of 
the wind was forty miles an hour, while 
on the divide it blew at the rate of sev- 
enty-five miles 


GALE IN NEBRASKA. 


In One Section Five and One-fourth 
Inches of Rain Fell. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 13—A heavy wind 
and rainstorm has swept Nebraska during 
the past thirty-six hours. In the southwest 


portion of the State the storm became vio- 
jent and did a great deal of damage to 
property. A dispatch from Red Cloud says 
a violent gale swept .that section. Many 
persons rushed to their storm cellars, panic 
stricken. The only fatal disaster occurred 
at the farm of Andrew Hawley, seven miles 
south of Red Cloud. The cyclone struck a 
barn and rent it to splinters, part of it 
striking Hawley’s little girl, crushing her 
shoulder and leg. Hawiey, escaped with a 
few scratches. The child cannot live. It is 
impossible to learn the extent of the dam- 
age done by the storm, as it has rained all 
day and communication has been inter- 
rupted. 


HASTINGS, Neb., April 13.—The heaviest 
rainstorm in this part of Nebraska for sev- 
eral years set in Saturday night and it is 
still raining hard. At 7 o'clock Sunday night 
five and one-quarter inches of water had 
fallen. Reports state that the storm is gen- 
eral throughout the western part of the 
State and Colorado. 


TEXAS CYCLONE. 


In Numerous Towns Many Houses 
Were Blown Down.

FT. WORTH, Tex., April 13.—The cyclone 
yesterday morning did much damage over 


the State. At Cresson but five houses re- 
main standing. One woman was badly in- 
jured. At Colorado City, James Solomon, 
12 years of age, was killed, and many houses 
were blown down at Regan, Abilene, Iatan, 
Colorado City and Ft. Worth. The total 
damage will amount to many thousands of 
dollars. 


ABILENE, Tex., April 13.—A terrific storm 
of wind, sixty miles an hour, accompanied 
by an inch of rain, swept over this section 
Saturday night. In this place four resi- 
dences and half a dozen work shops were 
demolished and many buildings were un- 
roofed. Mrs. McKinney was seriously and 
Mrs. Johnson painfully injured. 


At Cripple Creek. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., April 13.—The 
Cripple Creek district was visited by the 
severest and mos destructive blizzard ever 
known. An immefise amount of damage has 
been done. 

A score or more of uildings in this city 
were blown down. 

Rumors of loss of life in the outlying dis- 
tricts are in general circulation. In the 
hills hundreds of prospectors live in tents, 
and the majority of them were blown away. 
The damage to the property throughout 
the camp will not fall short of $100,000. 


Rained Mud and Clay. 


DPNVER, Col., April 13.—A spécial from 
Lander, Wyo., says: A singular phenome- 
non was a shower in this city last night. 
First red and then yellow clay fell, fol- 
bowed a little later by almost black mud. 
People who were out in the storm looked 
as theugh they had been churned in a tub 
full of mud.

INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 


4 Court to Be Referred te 


A Plan for 
the President. 


NEW YORK, April 13.—The plan for an 
international court of arbitration for the 
settlement of all disputes between nations, 
which has so long been under consideration 
by the New York State Bar Association, 


has been practically completed so far as 
the committee having it in charge is con- 
cerned. The State Bar Association will 
meet in Albany on Thursday, when the plan 
will be submitted to the full body for its 
consideration. When it is approved it will 
be sent to President Cleveland. If he ap- 
proves it, he will take the necessary steps 
to 8 the attention of the other nations 
to it. 

The members of the committee are re- 
ticent about the details of the plan. In a 
general way it may be said that the plan 
provides for a permanent court, organized 
upon a strictly judicial basis. It is pro- 
posed to have it in constant session, so as to 
antedate any controversy that may arise. 
The court is to be made up of the foremost 
judges of the world. Practically, the inter- 
national court of arbitration will bear the 
same relation to nations that the courts of 
each country bear to individuals and cor- 
porations. 


KILLED BY A MOB. 


Lynching ef a Negro Whom the Jury 
Failed to Convict. 


MACON, Ga., April 13.—A special from 
Seale, just over the Une in Alabama, states 
that a mob of masked men went out to the 
County jail, took Reddick Adams, colored, 
therefrom and lynched him. The mob did 
its work quickly, no one being disturbed 
but the jailer. 

Reddick Adams was the man who way- 
laid and shot Mr. R. T. Renfroe last No- 
vember, robbed his person,. burglarized his 
store and set fire to his dwelling. He had 
been on trial in the Circuit Court last week,

TO WORK THROUGH PROXIES. 


Reported Plan of the Factionists to 
Create Dissension at Sedalia. 


It is rumored that as a part of an attempt 
to offset the unanimous silver sentiment in 


Missouri every one of the delegates to the 
Sedalia Convention from the Twenty-eighth 
Ward had given their proxies. 

At the Jasper County meeting Col. Bill 
Phelps stated that he would attend the 
Sedalia Convention as a delegate from St. 
Louis, This was construed Monday to mean 
that he had secured the proxy of Samuel 
M. Kennard of the Twenty-eighth Ward 
delegation. 

It was stated that ex-Gov. D. R. Francis 
had secured the proxy of Robert Rutledge 
and that John L. Duffy had been consoled 
for the absnce of his name from the dele- 
gation by the promise of the proxy of Thos. 
F. Sneed, the St. Louls and Suburban Rail- 
way man. 

In view of these statements the gold stand- 
ard faction in St. Louls was credited with 
a plan to inject into the proceedings of the 
Sedalia Convention an appearance of a 
division of sentiment on the silver ques- 
tion. Mr. Francis, as a delegate to the con- 


vention, would have an opportunity to raise | 


his voice in objection to every movement to 


carry out the will of the Missouri Detmoc- 


racy, which objections would be telegraphed 
over the country, and thus create tlie be- 
lief outside the State that free silver at 16 
to 1 had not carried everything before it in 
Missouri. Mr. Francis would be ably as- 
sisted in this by Col. Phelps. 

Further than this, it is stated that Mr. 
Francis, if he should take part 
in the deliberations of the Elev- 
enth Congressional delegation, would 
seek to be named as a member of the 
Resolutions Committee, asking it on the 
pretext that he desired it merely as an 
honor. If he accomplishes this, it is 
argued, he will bring in a minority report 
from the Resolutions Committee. 

Samuel M. Kennard was asked Monday 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter about the 
statement that he had given his proxy to 
Col. Phelps. 

“TI have not,” said Mr. Kennard. “T 
have not seen Col. Phelps for over a year. 
I do not know him.” :

DIME-IN-THE-SLOT DEVICE. 


A New Scheme for the Automatic Reg- 
istration of Letters. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 13.—What may prove 
to be one of the most important adjuncts 


to the Postal Department since the intro- 
duction of letter boxes is a device for regis- 
tering letters which was tested in the Post- 
office on Saturduy. If, upon practical trial, 
it proves to be reliable, it is intended to 
place machines at convenient places 
throughout the city. 

The mechanism is on the principle of 
the penny-in-the-slot machine. In order to 
register a letter, it is necessary only to 
drop a 10-cent piece in a slot, drop the en- 
velope containing the letter in another slot, 
and then turn a smal] crank until a bell 
rings. Then a printed receipt will appear, 
bearing the number of the sub-post-office 
district and the serial number of the letter. 

As the macbine registers the piece of 
money put in to pay for each letter, upon 
discovering a counterfeit dime in the re- 
ceptacle, reference to the record will show 
what letter was paid for by bad money.

MORE ARMS 
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ND 
MEN FOR’ CUBA. 


Steam-Tug Childs Again in the 
Insurgents’ Service, 


LANDED AT THE ISLAND. 


A United States Revenue Cutter Gaye 
Chase, but the Tug Is Very Fleet 
and Easily Get Away. 


KEY WEST, Fia., April 13.—The steam 
tug George W. Childs, which became no- 
torious as a filibuster about a year ago, 
is once more in the service of the Cubans, 
and on Friday left Cape Florida with an 
expedition for the island. The Cubans 
have been fitting out this expedition for 


|some weeks, and it is one of the best 


equipped that has yet left the United States. 
The party was commanded by Col. Juan 
Monzon, and there were over 100 men, half 
of whom were Americans. The Cubans have 


been storing arms and ammunition on Cape 
Florida for three weeks. It is said that 
4,000 rifles, 600,000 cartridges, five aes 
guns and a great number of pistols and 
machetes were conveyed there. 

The tug Childs left here on Thursday 
night, ostensibly to bring a disabled schoon- 
er to port, but the vessel proceeded to Cape 
Florida, took the munitions and men on 
board and sailed for Cuba. 

It is reported that the Childs effected a 
landing on the coast of Pinar del Rio, 
being met by a detachment from Maceo’s 
army. The Spanish Vice-Consul here 
learned of the expedition and informed the 
United States authorities, who ordered a 
revenue cutter to look out for the filibusters. 
The cutter proceeded to Cape Florida and 
sighted the Childs as she was making off. 
The cutter then gave chase, but the Childs, 
being very fleet, was soon out of reach, 
and the United States vessel returned to 

ort. It is said the Washington authorities 

ave ordered no seizures to be made ex- 
cept in the marine limits. 


AMERICAN S CRITICISED. 


A St. Petersburg Journal Objects to 
Our “Extravagant Appetite.” 


NEW YORK, April 13.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from St. Petersburg says: The 


Novosti scores American legislators for 
their attitude toward Spain on the Cuban 
question. It says: The revolution would 
have been finished Tong ago Nad it not 
been for the support of America. From an 
international point of view, the attitude of 
the Americans cannot bear criticism. It is 
due to an extravagant appetite for the 
extension of the United States. Spain’s 
cause is lost, for she is dealing not with 
Cuba, but with America. 


WAR MIGHT BE AVERTED. 


It Is Said That Spain Would Meet 
This Country Half Way. 


NEW YORK, April 13.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Madrid says: With the em- 
ployment of a very little diplomacy by the 
United States, the Impending trouble with 
Spain can be averted. Your correspondent 
is able to state this almost authorita- 
tively after conversations with the leaders 
of the two important political parties in 
Spain. 

If the United States will approach the 
Spanish Government in a friendPy spirit and 
ask exactly what conditions of autonomy 
the Spanish government will grant to Cuba 
before the former government recognizes 
the insurgents on the island as belligerents, 
the Spanish will meet such overtures half 
way. 5 

Senor Sagasta, the Liberal leader and 
former Prime Minister, said that the Span- 
ish Government was certainly not trying to 
force on a war with the United States. 

It has taken,“ he said, the utmost pre- 
caution to protect the lives and property 
of American citizens in Spain since this 
trouble began; all anti-American demonstra- 
tions have been promptly stopped and no 
American up to the present time has suf- 
fered the least harm. 


MACEO AT MANAGUA. 


In a Friendly Way He Holds Up a 
Coach Near Havana.

TAMPA, Fla., April 13.—Among the pas- 
sengers arriving from Cuba to-night was 
one who left Havana last Friday in a coach 
with others for a short drive in the country. 

At Managua, twelve miles out, the coach 
was stopped by insurgents and the spokes- 
man asked if the driver recognized him. 
Upon receiving an affirmative answer the 
leader said: 

„Return to Havana with your passengers 
so that they may be witnesses to having 
seen me here, and tell Gen. Weyler that 
Antonio Maceo is here waiting for him.“ 

The party returned and the news was 
quickly spread in Havana, but Maceo is still 


at Managua. 
There is a persistent rumor here and in 


Havana that Gen. Campos is to return to 
take command in Cuba. 


MEAT FAMINE IN CUBA. 


In Santa Clara the Pangs of Hunger 
Are Felt. 


NEW YORK, April 13.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Havana says: The price of 
beef is advancing in all the Havana stores 


and there is a meat famine in all parts of 
the island. In Santa Clara the situation is 
becoming worse. Hunger is felt on every 
side and constant alarm is manifested. 


Editors Out of Humor. 


LONDON, Apri 13.—A dispatch from Ma- 
drid to the Standard says: The press here 
evinces ill humor because American juries 
have acquitted the captains of notorious 
filibustering vessels intended for Cuba. 

The Epoca declares that in the event of a 
conflict between Spain and America over 
Cuba, Spanish diplomacy would speedily 
make the matter a European question, and 
it insinuates that Spain is secure of Euro- 
pean aid in such an event.
